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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that foim the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless -(b) the invention was patented or described in a nrinteH 

2. Claims 1-4 & 13-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Owen et 
al. (US Pat. 5,841,099). 

Owen et al. discloses a the use of a Nd laser to form vias. The vias are formed in a target 
which has a metallic layer and a dielectric layer. The dielectric layer may be organic. Additionally, 
a layer may contain reinforcement, that is, fiber matts, woven glass, dispersed particles of fibers or 
ceramics. Layers may contain metals, such as aluminum, copper, gold, molybdenum, nickel, 
palladium, platinum, silver, titanium, tungsten, and so forth. Stand organic dielectrics may be 
used. Pulse widths are less than 100 ns. The laser rod preferably includes Nd:YV04. Tht 
resonator output may put out separate wavelengths 532 and 355 mn. The preferred spot size is 
out 25 to 75 ^^m in diameter. Repetition rates of greater than 5 kHz (abstract, figure 5, col. 1, 3- 
6& 9-10). 
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Allowable Subject Matter 
3. Claims 5-12 & 16-28 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims.
